Five miles west of, Pueblo, and directly 


south uf-thH (icoduight rancli, id located the 
Whlpplo stone iiiiarry, from which at various 
tijnes have been taken curiosities of the pre- 
historic ..age.s in the shape of petrifactions, 
which have not onl^ puzzled tho scientists of 
Pueblo, but other places as well. Kceently a 
petrifaction in lite.'shape of a loaf of bread 
was taken from these quarries, and is now on 
exhibition at this office; It lias excilcU a 
great deal-of curiosity on the part (ft all wli 


'c seen it, and many a surprised tenderfoot 


and peJii'cberafK'r-enrious relics lias exam- 
ined il, and wondered Imvy il^'happjejicd^ id 
tlie locality where 'foiind: .A petrified ser- 
pent, about twelve fe**t long, was foiind iui- 
beded in the sandstoue.ln the same locality; 
and a great-deal of time and care was exer- 
cised in trying to extract it from tlie stone, 
but being very brittle it was broken before 
taken out. Petri6cd turtles and fishes have 
frequently been'fonnd and successfully taken 
out, aud on one' or two occasions', small
